It will be recalled that in a speech 
at the St. Regis Hotel, New York, re- 
cently, on the occasion of his giving a 
dinner to the 
dramatists of the 
United States, 
Henry Arthur Jones. Henry Arthur 

Jones encour- 
aged American playwrights declaring 
that, while their efforts were as yet 
a trifle crude, there was no doubt that 
their pens possessed vitality and that 
America was within measurable dis- 
tance of a great American drama. 

With reference to conditions in Great 
Britain as against those in America, 
Mr. Jones said that the American 
drama was more lusty, healthy and 
lively than in England. It might be 
cruder, but vitality was better than 
style. Vitality was the virtue of 
youth, style the virtue of old age. He 
said that he had offered large odds on 
a bet that there would be a national 
theatre in the United States before 
there was one in England, but that 
he had had no takers. 

A few days later over two hundred 
persons assembled at a banquet given 
by the Duke of Argyle to celebrate 
the passage of T. P. O’Connor’s Music 
Copyright Act. 

Responding to the demands for a 
speech Mr. Beerbohm Tree, who was 
present, chose to controvert Mr. Jones’ 
statement regarding the fatuity of 
British playwriters. 

“With all respect to Mr. Jones,” said 
Mr. Tree, “I feel that on this subject 
he talks arrant nonsense. If Mr. Jones 
could devote some of the wondrous 
energy which he expends at present 
in attacking contemporaries to writing 
a new play he would outshine his pre- 
vious masterpieces.” 

Mr. Tree said that Mr. Jones took a 
less despondent view of the position 
on the other side of the Atlantic, add- 
ing: “But then he is on the other side 
of the Atlantic, and there is always 
a temptation to unfurl the Star-span- 
gled Banner.”

Dresses Tastefully in 
The Love Route. 


Some Very Pretty Costumes in The 
Blue Moon—Toilettes Displayed 
at The Leoncavallo Concerts— 
From the Costumer’s 
Viewpoint.

N The Love Route, which opened the new 

Lincoln Square Theatre Oct. 30, we have 

another melodrama attuned and subdued to 

suit the recent demands of Broadway aud- 

jences. The entrance to the theatre is 
somewhat unique, being through the old Broad- 
way Arcade at 66th street, making it some 
distance from the sidewalk; but once inside, it 
is found to be tastefully decorated and to have 
all the conveniences and comforts of any of the 
other first-class theatres in town. The four- 
act play is by the author of The Prince Chap, 
Edward Peple, which fact alone made it of in- 
terest, so entertaining had the last named play 
been. The opening act shows the interior of the 
New York office of the T. M. & N. Railroad, 
where the directors are thrashing out the diffi- 
culty encountered in building their road across 
the Houston Ranch, owned by Allene Houston, 
the boss (Odette Tyler), who is carrying out 
her deceased father’s wishes in opposing it at 
all hazards. The engineer selected for the 
construction work is John Ashby (Guy Stand- 
ing), who is in love with Miss Houston, though 
there has been a vendetta between the two 
families for years. This intensified her appa- 
rent dislike for the engineer and her stern oppo- 
sition to the building of the railroad across her 


land. The cowboys are staunch friends of ‘the 
boss,” and Ashby, after trying all friendly 
means, including the declaration of his love 


for Miss Houston, brings his construction com- 
pany up to the wire fence bounding her prop- 
erty; the scene of the workmen laying the 
rails is true to life. There has been a fight on 
the opposite side of the ranch, where the men 
have also attempted to cross, and Harry Mar- 
shall (H. 8. Northrup), foreman of the ranch, 
is carried in wounded, and with his dying 
strength he shoots Ashby. Miss Houston then, 
at last, relents, and while nursing the engi- 
neer back to health, without his knowledge, 
she directs the completion of the railroad be- 
fore the time limit is exhausted. Then, as 
Ashby is sufficiently recovered to become wildly 
curious to know the result of his undertaking. 
she draws the curtains and he sees the onward 
march of a train across the Houston ranch, and 
the stage curtain falls on a good love scene be- 
tween the twain. Guy Standing is being starred 
in the piece, though both by nature of the part, 
as well as her clever acting, Odette Tyler 
shares the honors with him. Mr. Standing is 
always strong, manly and shows a wealth of 
reserve force that is delightful. Miss Tyler is 
daintily realistic and lovable even in a most 
aggressive character. Her visitor, Lily Hazel 
(Olive May), wins the hearts of her audience 
with her coquettish girlishness and good jvoks 
Ii. S. Northrup, as the foreman of the cow- 
boys, is fine in diction and strong in action. 
His well-modulated voice is certainly a delight. 

Miss Tyler dresses the part tastefully, ap 
pearing in the scene at the New York office of 
the compeny in a white cloth short street suit. 
a full plaited skirt stitched tightly over the 
hips, a dainty lingerie waist and a three-quar 
ter cont trimmed with bands of blue embroidery 
on white. slashed sides and short cape sleeves. 
With it she wore a round brown hat with a big 
yellow rose directly in front and a brown net 
veil falling down the back, long white gleves 
and a brown chiffon parasol. For the next two 
acts she has a cowgirl sult. a black wool short 
skirt with yoke, a pongee silk waist with hand- 


kerchief trimming around throat and at belt, 
and a wide-brimmed cowboy hat; the outfit 
suited the trim. well-propertioned figure per 
fectly. For the last act she wears a short 
plaited white skirt and white blouse. Miss 
May's two costumes consist of a linen suit, 
three-quarter coat, lingerie blouse, white shoes 


and a straw hat trimmed with blue maline and 


roses, The other is a fluffy blue flowered organ 
die, with Dutch neck and short sleeves and 4 
blue satin girdle with long sash ends, and a 
short white linen, made with a Peter Pan 
waist, and worn with it were brown shoes, a 
brown silk belt and a Panama hat with a brown 
silk band.

THE BUTTERFLY 


Pleases New York Re- 
viewers 


Scarcely a Suggestion of Severity in 
Any of the Criticisms—-Week’s End 
News in Gotham 


By WALTER K. HILL. 


EW ‘'YORKERS have taken advantage 

of their opportunities, during the 

past fortnight, to pack the Garden 

Theatre to its capacity at every 

performance of Madam Butterfly, the 
little Japanese tragedy from the original pen 
of John Iuther Long, dramatized by that au- 
thor and David Belasco, to which Giacomo Puc- 
cini has set some of the most beautiful music in 
the annals of grand opera. 

Henry W. Savage has made a sumptuous pro- 
duction, living up to the stage traditions which 
only Belasco can set; filling the eye with some 
wondrously beautiful pictures and entrancing 
light effects. He has drawn upon the best re- 
sources of his English Grand Opera Oo. to cast 
the piece and hae added several special engage- 
ments of importance and of vast possibilities 
in not alone making for the opera a brilliant 
beginning but assuring it an always skillful 
representa tion. 

Cho-Cho-San, the sad and sweet little heroine 
of play and opera, is in the hands of Elza 
Szamosy, Rena Vivienne and Florence Baston 
and they alternate at the various matinee and 
evening performance. Szamosy is the star cf 
the Savage galaxy, but the two subalterns have 
won a measure of praise which give assur- 
ance to the public that they will hear an 
artistic rendition of the opera no matter what 
performance they may attend. 

The scenic investiture, as has been said, 
elaborate and would seem to give a faithful 
picture of scenes in the Flowery Isle. What 
were styled ‘‘atmosphere drops’’ in the Belasco 
dramatization have been elaborated upon in the 
Savage production and their display brings the 
auditor into the atmosphere of the opera before 
a note is uttered. 

After the drop curtain rises for the first 
act, another curtain behind shows the great 
bronze figure of the Buddha at Kamakura, loom- 
ing high above the fields and streams. The 
Statue is bathed in a dim light, solemn and 
mysterious. When that curtain disappears an- 
other back of it is revealed, from which gleams 
the white cone of Fujiyama, the sacred mount 
of Nippon. Then comes a beautiful Japanese 
scene with a view of a mountain torrent, dash- 
ing through a deep chasm to the distant sea. 
This picture gradually melts into the beautiful 
scene of the first act, showing the house of 
Madam Butterfly high on a terraced hill, over- 
looking the narrow harbor of Nagasaki. 

The tragic little story, as originally told in 
the Long-Belasco drama, loses vastly in its 
grand opera ‘elling. The dainty glints of 
comedy, the contrasts of emotion, the many 
side lights to the tragedy are not made known 
so distinctly or with such appeal as in the 
drama; but there is, nevertheless, so much In- 
tensity of feeling in the story, even though 
it be simply outlined, that the author is car- 
ried along, entranced and sympathetic to the 
sad ending of the life which was Hved in mon- 
umental devotion. 

In the original dramatization the story is 
told without the fall of a curtain; its entire 
action took place within the house of Cho-Cho- 
San upon which the recreant Naval officer had 
taken a ninety-nine year lease, with its won- 
derful American locks designed, ‘‘to keep out 
those that are outside and to keep in those that 
are in.’’ In the opera an entire first act has 
been created and the interior scene, originally 
acted as a whole, is divided into two acts: 
this treatment being obviously necessary to 
lengthen the story into a fully developed enter- 
tainment. 

As to the Puecini score of the opera presented 
amder the artistic direction of Walter well, 
all the Japanese color, tender pathos and heart- 
breaking tragedy of the original Madam Butter- 
fly are not only preserved but they are ren- 
dered with an Intensified fervor and brilliancy. 
The Italian composer has put his own warmth 
of temperament and imagination into the music 
of this opera even more than he 4id in Tosca 
and La Boheme. The music of the first act 
begins very gently but suggests the Japanese 
atmosphere of the pretty picture in quaint 
Japan among the blooming wistaria and flow- 
ering cherry blossome—leading up to the bright 
Phrases that accompany the wedding scene— 
the tragic, well-written eolo sung by the priest, 
as he bitterly condemns Oho-Cho-San closing 
with the duet between Oho(Cho-San and Pink- 
erton which is a most brilliant, passionate, fas- 
cinating composition. Again, in the first scene 
of the second act, the duet sung by Oho-Oho-San 
and Suzuki as they etrew the floor with blos- 
soms In preparation for the expected return of 
the American husband—the lyric art of Puccini 
breathes forth the requisite gentleness and 
sympathetic appeal. The intermezzo preceding 
the third act ie another effective stroke, though 
the most brilllant portion of the final act mu- 
sically is the three voice parts arranged for 
Suzuki, Sharpless and Pinkerton, the emo 
tional intensity of the theme is here broadly 
conceived as well ae is the grief and tragic 
pathos of Madam Butterfly’s death at the 
close. In the ¢ruth the muste of the opera 
throughout is tuneful, melodious and bright. 

The local critics found abundant cause to 
praise the work amd since it was first produced 
at the Garden Theatre, 12, have devoted 
much space to additional plaudits. Upon the 
occasion of ite local tmtroduction The Herald 
eritie sald of Madam Butterfly: ‘Tt 
an unmistakable success for ite r, its 
producer and for the artists and conductor con- 
cerned in its presentation. 


“The fact is that the compelling chanm of 
the music made itself felt shortly after Mr.

DEATH OF GEORGIA CAYVAN. 


In a sanitarium at Flushing, Long 
Isiand, where she had been a guest for more 
than seven years, Georgia Oayvan died on Nov. 
10. Her death recalls the best traditions of 
the old Lyceum Theatre in Fourth avenue near 
Twenty-third street. Her name will always be 
imdielibly associated with such Lyceum Theatre 
successes as The Wife, The Oharity Ball and 
Americans Abroad. She it was who under the 
management of Daniel Frohman created the 
title role of these plays which after nearly a 
score of years still live and are still acted. 

Although she was for several years the reign- 
ing favorite in the Lyceum Stock Co. with 
which she toured the principal cities and in 
which she acted many weeks every season at 
The Lyceum in this city, it was a remarkable 
fact that as a star Miss Cayvan failed. 

About ten years ago her name was associat- 
ed in a divorce scandal at Newport and to 
purge her name, Miss Cayvan prevailed upon 
the courts of New York State to take her tes- 
timony. She easily proved that at the time 
the indiscretions charged against her were 

to have taken place that she was in 
England and had been for some months, and 
as @ special tribute, nearly every woman's 
eli of New York City passed resolutions at 
the time confirming their faith in Miss Cayvan’s 
timmocence 


The unpleasant notoriety, however, preyed 
spon her mind and Miss Oayvan subsequently 
retired to Sanford Hall Sanitarium in Flushing, 
pever again to emerge alive. 

At the great Actors’ Fund Fair in New 
‘York a dozen years ago, Miss Cayvan was voted 
by an overwhelming majority the most popular 
actress upon the American stage. After she 
had retired to the sanitarium, the public and 
her professional friends again testified to her 
popularity by tendering a benefit for her, which 
netted nearly $20,000, a sum which has since 

been devoted to caring for her in the 
sanitariuh. 

Georgia Cayvan was one of the great actresses 
of her day and her name will ever be recalled 
as that of one of the most polished and tal- 
ented actresses America bas ever given to 
its native stage. 

Daniel Fronman, who was her theatrical spon- 
sor, had charge of the funeral arrangements 
and burial.

Tom Morrow Gets Rid of Hoodoo—

F the one-night-stand attractions all do well 

on Thanksgiving Day, both the travell 

managers and the opera house managers w 

give thanks. With the smaller shows this 

date means much, for there are not enough 
big shows to supply the cities of 30,000 u 
and when a manager with a show costing $1 
or $125 goes into a big one-night and gets from 
$1,000 to $1,400, it means a great deal to him, 
even if the house does demand forty, and, in 
some cases, fifty, per cent. of the gross. With 
the shows that cost from $300 to $700 a day, 
the day does not mean so much, for the house 
generally demands an extra five per cent. and 
the business can not be very much increased if 
it is an attraction that draws well. 

Voeckel and Nolan are doing the usual busi- 
ness with Black Patti's Troubadours, and the 
show is enough ahead at the present time for 
them to quit and call it a good season. Their 
new attraction, The Dandy Dixie Minstrels has 
more than paid for itself and is certain to be 
a popular attraction for many years to come. 


James Fort, for many years generally consid- 
ered the best agent on the road, is managing 
the tour of Laura Burt and Henry Stanford, 
who have been attracting splendid business 
through the South with Dorothy Vernon of Had- 
don Hall. The company is a large one and 
each part is in competent bands.

Tom Morrow, the well-known advance agent, 
has made up his mind that thirteen is really un- 
lucky, and his recent experiences would indi- 
eate that the number was a hoodoo for him.

In several towns he has arrived 
at the depot too late to buy tickets, and natur- 
ally he expected to pay on the trains, but 
neither the conductors or the auditors looked his 
way. At one town his expense bill was §7, and 
he handed a boy in the billroom a ten dollar 


bill to pay it. The boy came back with a re- 
ceipt and four dollars. At another point he 
bought one hundred one-cent stamped envelopes 


and paid $1.12 for them, and upon counting 
them later he discovered he had one hundred 
and fifty instead of one hundred. He made 
two jumps on the Cotton Belt and, remarkable 
as it may seem, the trains were on time, thus 
saving him in each case the usual six hours 
spent waiting for the train.

Of the plays produced last season—previous

A THEATRICAL ‘‘DIS-TRUST.”’ 


“Trust”? is not a popular word in England 
just now. And therefore it wouldn’t do to ap- 
ply it to the informal and strictly private 


confidence of certain theatrical managers which 


took place, very much ‘‘on the quiet,’’ one 
afternoon last week. So I thave called it a 
“Dis-Trust,”’ which is what the proceedings 


amounted to. It hasn’t got into the papers yet, 
most of the copyhunting scribes that usually 
scent this sort of thing afar off were else- 
where and the only one that did get wind of 
it was promptly ‘blanketed,’’ but the facts 
are these. It happened by a fortuitous con- 
catenation of circumstances, that all the Olym- 
pic deities who rule the histrionic fortunes of 
this chaste metropolis were in town together, 
a coincidence which rarely happens. Even the 
Majestic Banyan—the tree which overshadows 
all others, was back from touring, and once 
more on his pedestal alongside the Carlton 
Hotel. So advantage was taken of the oppor- 
tunity to meet and discuss certain very vital 
matters affecting the inited welfare. The seri- 
ous slump in touring business came in for the 
biggest share of attention. It has been a patent 
fact for a long time that the English provinces 
as a touring field are dead ground, on the pres- 
ent system of working. The No. 2 Co. which 
goes out with a London success doesn’t always 
play to its washing bill nowadays. The fact 
is that cheap trains, the ‘all-day excursions,"* 
have cut under the feet of the touring manager. 
People in the big towns, within a reasonable 
radius, are content to wait until they can ‘run 
up’? and see the real thing at the real place. 
They leave their own local theatres half empty 
most of the year. And the wail of the tour- 
ing folk is shrill in the land, and soundeth 
like the sharpening of several saws in a file- 
yard. The only practical suggestion made was 
that the ‘‘stars’’ would have to be induced 
in future to teur in person, which will probably 
still further reduce the length of the London 
season and result in only No. 1 companies go- 
ing further afield. It was generally agreed 
upon that the provincial touring business is in 
a very bad way, and likely to get worse in 
the immediate future. 

The ever-to-hand bugbear of the 
invasion’? was duly trotted out, and a defensive 
alliance was mooted, and certain lines laid 
down towards repelling the invader. London 
managers appear to be secretly very much afraid 
{and with reason) that one of these days, a 
smart American combine will swoop down on 
their stronghold and raise theatrical cain. When 
it does it will probably put its finer right 
away on the weak spots of theatre administra- 
tion in the capital, broom into the North 
Sea a whole nest of resident and touring ‘‘spoof’’ 
managers, and revolutionize the rotten system 
whieh has ruined provincial play-enterprise. 

Incidentally, before the conference adjourned 
to set its watch by the bar-clock, a perfunctory 
reference was made to the Memorial to tue late 
Sir Henry Irving, which an ungrateful and 
forgetful profession is supposed to be support- 
ing with its uncertain voice. No decision was 
arrived at. and the subject was once more 
shelved. This great and noble actor and true 
man has now been dead a year, and is almost 


* forgotten.

Max Dearly, too, as Monch- 
ablon, the old comedian, who does not believe 
in matrimony as an aid to art, was extremely 
good, and se was M. Prince, as the young 
Count. The other parts were satisfactorily 
filled. 


AT THE THEATRE DE LA GAIETE 

Coquelin, finding that he can not go on play- 
ing Cyrano de Bergerac for ever, and unable 
to select a new play that suits him, has been 
obliged to revise an old one by Victori Sardou, 
called Nos bons Villagois. This play was orig- 
inally given just forty years ago, so it has 
stood the test of time. It deals with the ani 
mosity entertained by country folk toward the 
Parisian who invades their great abodes during 
the summer and behaves as if the whole place 
belonged to him, looking upon the natives sim 
ply as people who are there to supply his wants. 
Things have. of course, changed a good deal 
since then, and the villager nowadays is glad 
to pocket the harvest of gold that the towns 
man leaves behind him But the play is still 
likely to draw, for it contains many skillfully 
drawn characters, and it was probably written 
when Sardou was at his best. The character 
of Floupin, the village chemist, is a master- 
piece, and was admirably rendered by Coquelin 
himself. M. Jean Coquelin, as Morrison, met 
with great success, as did that most amusing 
actor, M. Galipaux. Mlles. Lender and de Vil 
lers were also much applauded. There is no 
reason why the revival of The Good Villager 
should not attract the good Parisians for many 
a week to come 

M. Gemier, who now manages the Theatre An- 
toines, has lately repreduced two new plays. 
one of which, Biribi, is a strong and somber 
drama. Birbi. in the slang of the soldier, refers 
to those regiments made up of soldiers deserv 
ing of punishment. They are sent out to Africa. 
where they are popularly supposed to have a 
bad time of it. It is an extraordinary thing 
that this play should have been allowed by the 
Censor.

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Though we are accustomed to look 
upon high-class drama in this coun- 
try as a strictly modern institution, it 

is only because of its 
English rapid development. Amer- 
Players In icans are prone to the be- 
America. lief that art in all lines 

has advanced everywhere 
parallel to its progression in this coun- 
try. A study of dramatic history dis- 
pels this illusion. The stage had 
reached a very high state of cultivation 
in Europe when it was still in the 
crude embryo here. Still the fact re- 
mains that we are now setting the pace 
for the world; not only in the produc- 
tions of American playwrights, but 
also in actors and artists of the stage. 

This thoroughly demonstrates that 
the development of art depends upon 
commercial progress. Money must be 
the incentive. Therefore when com- 
merce metamorphosed a_ wilderness 
into thriving cities it also changed the 
drama from the pastime of dilettanti 
to the pursuit of students. This gave 
life to the play, inserted the pulse of 
originality, engendered all those subtle 
qualities that have placed the Amer- 
fean playwright well up towards the 
head of the list. 

The big profits from successful pro- 
duction in America have not only 
made American playwrights and 
American players but they have at- 
tracted the greatest artists of the 
world’s stage to our shores. It is not 
our purpose here to enumerate the for- 
eign players of fame who have visited 
fn the past, or continue to visit regu- 
larly the principal American cities. 
All this can be obtained from any 
chronology of the stage. We will con- 
fine ourselves to a brief mention of the 
great English actors who are now tour- 
ing the United States. Mr. Forbes 
Robertson has been a regular visitor 
for some years. He came over this sea- 
gon to produce Mr. Geo. Bernard 
Shaw’s Caesar and Cleopatra, and is 
meeting with success. Americans are 
fully capable of appreciating Mr. Rob- 
ertson’s consummate art and scholar- 
ty attainments. 

We also have with us now Mr. H. B. 
{rving, scion of Sir Henry and an artist 
ef great individual merit. It is his first 
visit, but he has thoroughly justified 
our pleasant anticipations and there is 
little reason to doubt that he will come 
again and often. 

These are both English speaking 
actors. The American theatregoer as 
a rule is too busy to acquire a conver- 
sational familiarity with other lan- 
guages than his own. Still we are 
becoming more cultured, learning is 
beginning to be attractive for its own 
sake and the time is not far removed

A man died in Chicago, Nov. 20, after an ill- 
ness of several weeks; days and nights of 
sleeplessness and suffering piled one upon an- 
other—all spent with a fortitude and submission 
which proved that he was indeed a man. When 
the final call came, Eugene H. Macoy passed 
peacefully into his higher and nobler reward. 
Those who loved him surrounded him, and 
the friends who knew of the impending dissolu- 
tion waited helplessly for the word which said 
that he was no more.

Disputants who had 
struck steel with him in business or doubters 
who had questioned any act of his must now 
admit, although they would never confess be- 
fore, that he was right. 

In every step he took he was guided by the 
light as he saw it; he lived his life along 
principals which were so much a part of him 
as was his frankness, his keen eye, his strong 
hand-grasp, his loyalty to friends—in_ short, 
his manliness. Big, in the biggest sense of 
the term; strong, with a strength which ad- 
mitted no curb; he passed in and out amid the 
vistas of his daily life a man from tip to 
toe

and of those four two would doubtless have in- 
timate reason to tell of his goodness of heart. 

He was in his early days an opera house 
manager and billposter. Later he became a 
traveling showman, manager of his own com- 
panies. Still later he retired from road and 
secured a controlling interest in the National 
Printing Co., of Chicago. Thus from the time 
he started his march of business life he was 
in step with theatrical people. 

Vermont was his birth State—he was a Green 
Mountain Boy—of that clan which has carved 
its signature so high upon the tablet of fame 
that oblivion shall come to it only when the 
structure of our country shall fall. Towns in 
Iowa and Kansas were the scenes of his early 
Struggles for success. Step by step he fought 
his way to affluence; and at each stride he 
shared his gains with someone who needed 
his help. 

At first brush he seemed brusque and austere; 
but upon a second estimate a new acquaintance 
found himself judging an unusual man. Finally 
when one reached under the outward sheen of 
his nature there was disclosed a heart bigger 
than the body which bore it. His was of a-tem- 
perament as impulsive ag quick-silver, his loy- 
alty was his crowning virtue and above all 
and through all he possessed a sense of humor 
which made him a companion to be sought out 
and clung to. 

To tell of his kindly acts would be to be- 
tray confidences now hallowed by death; to tell 
of half his good qualities would require a far 
more facile pen than mine. But in the passing 
of this great big man Macoy we who have 
been blessed by his friendship have still re- 
maining with us the lesson of his manliness, the 
memory of a friendship which has made all 
of us more worthy to follow him to ‘that 
bourne from which no man hath returned.”’ 

Every man who knew Eugene H. Macoy was 
better for having known him. There was in him 
that uplifting, encouraging, helpful something 
which few men possessed; and once possessed is 
impossible to hide. It was a privilege to know 
him, a blessing to be counted among his friends 
and it is my last tribute to him that ‘‘the art 
preservative’ shall say for = “Alas! my

What promises to be quite an interesting ; 
happening in the field of park amusements, is 
the announced intention of the management 
of Altro Park, Albany, N. ‘Y., to transfer, in 
its entirety. Altro Park, with all of its many 
buildings and amusement structures, from its 
present site to another much more commo- 
dious and desirable one. 

Such an undertaking, we believe, is the first 
of its kind contemplated in the history of park 


enterprises and, if accomplished successfully, 
will open up a new field of thought and 
investment in amusement park promotion and 
possibilities. 


The event will be watched with considerable

of all kinds. In the instance that prompts 
this article, the circumstances warrant the 


rather odd erperiment. 

The Old Dreamland Park venture was a la- 
mentable failure. Messrs. Max Rosen amd J. 
J. Lodge, two experienced and capable showmen, 


bought up the defunct company, took posses- 
sion of the grounds, re-christened them Altro 
Park, made satisfactory arrangements’  wifth 


the concessionaires having 
amusements features and devices, spent some 
thirty thousand dollars in additions and im- 
provements and were rewarded for their enter- 


the better class of 


prise and investment with a tremendously sur- 
cessful season during the past summer. 

Altro Park was situated on the main line 
and road connecting the cities of Albany and 
Troy, about midway between. Directly op- 
posite, about one mile distant, on the Hudson 
river, is located Lagoon Island. This spot had 


been quite a successful pleasure resort in the 
past, but, the advent of an up-to-date amuse- 
ment resort like Altro Park, proved its death 
knell. 

Lagoon Island is a beautizul 
on the Hudson river and, as far as location 
and natural advantages are concerned, is an 
ideal place for a permanent pleasure resort and 
a modern amusement park. Such is the in- 
tention, on the part of its new owners, Messrs. 
Rosen and Lodge, to make it be. It will be 
known in the future as Altro Park, Altro Is- 
land. 

Work has been begun in both places, Altro 
Park and Lagoon Island, with two large forces 
of men, so as to accomplish as much as pos- 
sible before severe weather sets in. On the 
island, all of the old buildings and shacks 
are being demolished and removed.

The contract for the removal of the build- 
ings has been given to a well-known Troy firm, 
while an equally well-known Albany concern 
has the contract for the transfer of all of 
the buildings taken apart and the vast lot 
of material that is in the park. The individual 
manufacturers and operators of the amusement 
devices will, naturally, attend to their re- 
moval and re-erection themselves. 

» The old site of Altro Park has been leased to 
the Barnum & Bailey Circus for a number of 
pyears. It will make a splendid grounds for 
that purpose. Without naming the many fea- 
tures that will be introduced by the manage- 
ment of the new Altro Park, it will only De 
necessary to say that all of the standard at- 
tractions and amusement devices that can be 
seen and enjoyed at any up-to-date amusement 
park, will be seen there, as well also as any 
new and novel device or feature that may, in 
the judgment of Messrs. Rosen and Lodge, ap- 
peal to their thousands of patrons. 

A special feature, however, will be a perfect 
bathing beach and bath house. The transporta- 
tion facilities to and from the new Altro Park 
will be unsurpassed. 

The Troy and Albany Steamboat Co., owning 
and operating a number of large and elegantly 
fitted steam vessels, between the two cities, 
will make regular and frequent landings at the 
Island during the summer. 

Many other vessels of all kinds will also 
land excursions and picnic parties. On the land 
side, connected with the Island by a specially 
erected steel bridge, the United Trolley Lines 
Co. and the Delaware and Hudson River R. R. 
will deliver passengers right at the very gates.

A mammoth elevated stage for aerial acts 
and other acrobatic features will be constructed, 
as well also as a large circus ring for eques- 
trian acts and novelties. Both of these fea- 
tures will be used for the big outdoor free show 
that is so freely favored by the liberal man- 
agement. A large, fully-equipped theatre will 
also be erected and be used for summer opera 
and vaudeville. 

From the past successful efforts of Messrs. 
Rosen and Lodge in catering to the amusement 
loving pwhlic, in parks and theatres, and from 
the ambitious plans and policy as outlined for 
their new venture, there is every assurance 
that the new Altro Park on the newly christened 
Altro Island will prove a big success in every 
respect, and furnish the people of Albany and 
Troy and surrounding country, an ideal pleas- 
ure resort and recreation grounds. 


BIG WHITE CITY FOR TOLEDO. 


Toledo, 0., is at last to have a modern amuse- 
ment park, a White City. 

The new park will cover about thirty acres 
of land, upon which will be built amusement 
devices and buildings for the accommodation 
of the numerous concessions. A pienic grove 


of ten acres will be at the disposal of lovers 
of open air banquets, and the mechanical at- 
tractions will include air ship swings, shoot 
the chutes, gondola riding, canoeing, miniature 
railroads. under and over the sea, a_ triple 
figure eight, shoot the rapids and a midway, 
composed of such attractions as penny arcades, 
shooting galleries, etc. 

The park is to be built by a Toledo company, 
with a capital of $250,000. The executive staff 
comprises such well-known amusement promo 
ters as Z. Z. Brandon. who is president of the 


corporation; Walter J. Bealey, vice-president; 
Lews J. Brandon, secretary and treasurer; L. 
Reed, superintendent; Charles K. Freedman, 
general counsel, and James L. Glass, general 
manager. 

The company will spend, according to Presi- 


dent Brandon, nearly $10,000 in erecting amuse- 
ment buildings; this includes a theatre with a 
seating capacity of 1,800. The new park will 
be open to the public on May 15, 1907. The 
Toledo Railway and Light Co. will spend about 
30,000 at the new park for a station and a 
new loop.
